WASHINGTON, June 17.—Secre- 
tary of Labor Perkins announced 
today appointment of a three-man 
board to attenfpt to mediate all cur- 
rent steel disputes. 

She chose Charles P. Taft, Lloyd 
K Garrison and Assistant Secre- 
tary of Labor Edward F. McGrady 
as a Federal steel mediation board, 
authorized to investigate, conduct 
hearings, make findings of fact and 
act as “voluntary arbitrator” if 
both sides in the controversy so re- 
quest. 

Miss Perkins said the board 
would set up headquarters at Cleve- 
land immediately. She said Mc- 
Grady, who is returning from 
Europe; w : ive in the United 
States Satu ight. 

The secretarg said she had been 
in com with Taft and 
Garrison and that they would start 
work at once. 

Roosevelt Approves. 

She said President Roosevelt had 
given his approval to her executive 
order creating the board. 

“I discussed the matter with 
President Roosevelt Monday and 
at that time he agreed if no settle- 
ment was reached before we came 
to this, it should be done,” the sec- 
retary said. 

Both Sides Agree to Co-operate. 

Philip Murray, chairman of the 
Steel oWrkers’ Organizing Commit- 
tee, said after a two-hour confer- 
ence with Miss Perkins, that his 
union would co-operate “to the full- 
est extent” with the mediation 
board. 

After Murray, A. D. Lewis, broth- 
er of John L. Lewis, C I O chair- 
man, and Lee Pressman, C I O 
counsel, conferred with Miss Per- 
kins, John S. Brookes, Washington 
attorney for the Republic Steel 
~ : acc talked with her brief- 
y. 

“Our company will co-operate as 
we always have co-operated,” he 
said. “The company is not going 
to observe a holier-than-thou atti- 
tude. The strike is costing us a lot 
of money and we are as interested 
as anyone in reaching a settlement. 
I think you can say we will co-op- 
erate in every reasonable way.” 

The secretary’s administrative or- 
der declared: “An emergency has 
arisen as a result of the labor dis- 
pute in the steel industry which 
tends to obstruct and interrupt the 
free flow+of raw materials, semI- 
finished and finished steel products 
in interstate commerce. It is de- 
sirable to provide an additional 
means of accomplishing a reason- 
able solution to this controversy.” 

The secretary said: “In my judg- 
ment the interests of industrial 
peace require” that the board be 
created, b 

She said this action had been de- 
layed because the administration 
had hoped that conferences called 
by Gov. Martin L. Davey of Ohio 
might result in an agreement which 
would lead to the settlement of the 
Strike.

CONVICTED WIFE MURDERER 
FOUND SANE BY SAME JURY 


A. D- Boggs to Be Sentenced June 
2; Death Penalty Is 
Mandatory.

SANTA CRUZ, Cal., June 17.— 
The jury which convicted him of 
wife-murder last week decided yes- 
terday Allan D. Boggs, 54 years old, 
wealthy former Detroit resident, 
was sane when he committed .the 
act. Under G@alifornia law the death 
penalty is mandatory. Sentence will 
be pronounced June 22. 

Boggs had pleaded not guilty and 
not guilty by reason of insanity to 
the charge he shot his wife last 
April 25 after finding her at neigh- 
bor’s house where she and her 
small son had retired in the same 
room. 

Boggs, in a confession introduced 
at the trial, said he had suspected 
his wife of infidelity and had mis- 
takenly believed the 12-year-old boy 
was “another man.” The defense 
contended Boggs had undergone 
mental deterioration bhecause of 
drink.

WASHINGTON, June 17.—Much 
of the shooting in the fatal clash 
between CIO strikers and Chicago 
police at the Republic Steel Co.’s 
South Chicago plant on May 30 
occurred after the demonstrators 
were in full flight—with their 
backs turned to the police. 

This became increasingly clear 
here today as members of the La 
Follette Civil Liberties Committee 
continued their study of the sup- 
pressed Paramount news: reel of 
the clash that has already cost 
nine lives. 

As individual frames of the film 
were projected as “stills,” it also 
became clear that the picture would 
be of the greatest value in identi- 
fying participants in the demonstra- 
tion and the police who opened fire 
on them—especially the latter as 
the camera was just behind their 
fighting line and they are in full 
focus. 


Must Have Been Shot in Back. 


This was told to a Post-Dispatch 
reporter today by a person who has 
seen the carefully guarded film at 
least a dozen times. 

“You notice additional details 
every time you see the picture,” he 
said. “But the one thing that im- 
presses itself on you more and more 
is the fact that many of those peo- 
ple must have been shot in the 
back. 

“After the first terrific volley, 
which came almost like a bolt out 
of the blue, every demonstrator 
within the camera’s range turned 
away from that line of police. In 
many frames of the picture every 
individual within range of the po- 
lice bullets has his face turned from 
them. 

“It is only after the retreat of 
those in the front rank has been 
impeded by the bodies of fallen 
comrades and by the advancing po- 
lice, that some of them again turn 
toward their assailants. 

Death Shown in Film. 

That many of the victims were 
either shot in the back or when 
they were in full flight is clearly 
borne out in the instance of the 
striker whose death is clearly por- 
trayed in the film, the observer 
continued. 

“This man was carried to the 
side of the road where the patrol 
wagons were parked after the 
worst of the carnage was over.” 
he said. “After his body was placed 
on the ground, several policemen 
and a man who apparently is a 
Company Guard paused to look at 
the victim. From their expressions 
it is obvious that the man is dead 
or nearly so. _A civilian in shirt 
sleeves stepped into the picture and 
felt the man’s pulse. Then he 
dropped his arm with a despairing 
shrug of the shoulders. 

“The one act of mercy recorded 
by the camera happened at this 
time,” he went on. “A policeman 
placed a square of paper under the 
man’s head—and did it gently. In 
this scene it is quite apparent that 
there is not the slightest stain on 
the front of the victim’s white shirt. 
However, as he was placed on the 
ground, it was easy to see the blood 
spreading across the back of the 
garment.” 


Police Halt Retreat. 

The film, which Paramount offi- 
cials will not release for public 
exhibition for fear that it may in- 
cite rioting, shows quite plainly, 
according to this competent observ- 
er, that several policemen drew 
their weapons only after the crowd 
was in full retreat. 

It also shows how zg: grenades 
were hurled into the human stam- 
pede, he said, and how the police 
surrounded those strikers\who were 
trapped among those who fell un- 
der the first volley. “Almost com- 
pletely surrounded, these men— 
there were at least three women 
among them, too—found that the 
police simply woulc not let them 
retreat. They were brutally clubbed 
down, many of them from behind. 
There is a very clear instance of 
a policeman seizing a fleeing man 
by the arm, the better to club him 
to the ground.”

NEW YORK, June 17.—A second 
mortgage of $6,750,000 on the Em- 
pire State Building was described 
as “practically worthless” yester- 
day at start of the trial of a $34,- 
284,710.31 accounting suit brought 
against the Atlas Corporation and 
allied interests by stockholders of 
the dissolved Securities Allied Cor- 
poration. 

The stockholders, through their 
counsel, former General Sessions 
Judge Alfred J. Talley, charged that 
Atlas and the Broadway Realization 
Corporation, former operators of 
Securities Allied, used interlocking 
control of numerous companies to 
cause Securities Allied to make nu- 
merous “forlorn hope” investments 
and divest it of its assets. 

Talley told Justice Philip J. Mc- 
Cook in Supreme Court that 
through the “weird mentalities” of 
their “guiding spirits,” the defend- 
ants acted as if Securities Allied, its 
stock, treasury and other assets 
were the sole property of the de- 
fendants to do with as they pleased 
in “exquisite” disregard of the 
rights of Securities Allied stock- 
holders. 


Empire Holdings Increased. 

Among the principal charges 
Witte was one that Chatman Phe- 
nix Allied Corporation, predeces- 
sor of Securities Allied, was caused 
to make a $33,000,000 loan to Chat- 
man Phenix Corporation, another 
Allied interest, at a 4 per cent in- 
terest rate, and that a large pro- 
portion of the principal never was 
repaid. 

Profitable loans to other borrow- 
ers were called to make the loan 
possible, Talley said, although the 
proceeds were to be used “to specu- 
late without hope of repayment.” 

Chatham Phenix Allied also was 
caused to purchase $2,200,000 Em- 
pire State Building obligations at 
face value, Talley said, despite the 
fact it already held the $6,750,000 
second mortgage “which, because 
of prior mortgages, was practically 
worthless,” the attorney continued. 

Stock Prices Compared, 

Thomas L. Chadbourne and other 
individual defendants replied that 
stock of Chatham Phenix Allied 
shortly before it became Securities 
Allied was $20.20 a share against a 
$25 par value, at a time (1931) when 
other investment concerns had been 
wiped out or their stock value se- 
verely reduced. 

Defending themselves on the Em- 
pire State transaction, which their 
counsel described as the largest in- 
dividual loss sustained by Securi- 
ties Allied, the defendants pointed 
Raskobs and the 
du Ponts had invested $10,000,000 in 
the building, and that Metropolitan 
Life had about a $27,500,000 mort- 
gage. 

“August Heckscher and Charles 
Noyes, two. well known real estate 
experts, were enthusiastic about the 
building,” said Leonard P. Moore, 
defense counsel.

Maj. Lambert, Its New 
President, Undid His 
Acts and Virtually Forced 
Him Out. | 


DID NOT GIVE HIM 
TIME HE SOUGHT 


Surprised Him by Restor- 
ing to Posts Officers De- 
moted in Political Shake- 
Up of 1933. 


Maj. Albert Bond Lambert is the 
unquestioned head of the Police 
Department in every sense of the 
word, in his official capacity as 


president of the new Board of Police 
Commissioners, the Post-Dispatch 
learned today. 

It was Lambert who forced the 


.retirement of 70-year-old Chief of 


Police John J. McCarthy and last 
Tuesday made John H. Glassco his 
successor. It was Lambert who re- 
stored to their previous rank five 
officers demoted in the wholesale 
political shake-up of the depart- 
ment, in December, 1933, under the 
board headed by William L. Igoe, 
the leader of tne St. Louis Demo- 
cratic faction opposing Mayor Dick- 
mann. 

And it was Lambert who, in po- 
lice parlance, finally gave Igoe “the 


pitch” by virtually forcing his res-/ 


ignation as a member of the new 
board. 

These and other key changes, the 
Post-Dispatch has learned on the 


mast reliable authority, were deter- 


mined before the new board 
took office. Lambert, whose elec- 
tion as president of the board was 
in accord with the order of Gov. 
Stark, did not wait until the new 
board was formally sworn in to 
make his changes. 


Igoe Taken by Surprise. 


He worked almost alone, an- 
nouncing his decisions, which were 
promptly ratified by the board, 10 
minutes before it took the oath of 
office. This so took Igoe by sur- 
prise that he resigned “for the sake 
of harmony” after vainly requesting 
Lambert to defer his measures until 
Gov, Stark had accepted his resig- 
nation. 

Igoe, it was learned, obtained a 
faint inkling, of what was to come 
as early as last Thursday, the day 
before the new board took office, 
when he learned that Chief Mc- 
Carthy had received a letter from 
Lambert “suggesting” that he apply 
for retirement. The Igoe board, of 
which Lambert was a member, had 
unanimously and_ successfully re- 
quested the police retirement board 
last March to extend McCarthy’s 
period of active service for a year. 

Igoe, who had for four years con- 
sulted in advance with Lambert and 
the other board members, was thus 
unprepared, it was learned, for 
what occurred.Friday in a 10-min- 
ute interim after’the old board went 
out and before-the new board came 
in. 

The new board, consisting of 
Lambert, Igoe, Frank B. Cole- 
man and Samuel H. Libermag, 
gathered in the president’s office 
before filing into the board room 
to take the oath of office. 

Igoe, the Post-Dispatch has 
learned, had assumed that the 
routine program for the first meet- 
ing would consist merely of the 
formal induction into office and an- 
nouncement of the routine organi- 
zation of the board, the designa- 
tion of a member to serve as vice- 
president and purchasing agent and 
another as treasurer. 

But to his astonishment, Lambert 
turned to the group and bluntly 
announced the major points of his 
program, including the retirement 
of McCarthy, the reinstatement of 
the demoted officers, and the dis- 
missal of John A. Lynch, who had 
served as secretary of the board 
since May 15, 1933. 

Igoe apprently realized at once 
that he was in an’ untenable posi- 
tion. The announced plans, which 
he knew from experience must 
have required weeks of considera- 
tion, had been perfected without his 
knowledge. It was a foregone con- 
clusion that he might be left in- 
nocuously on the outside in future 
deliberations of the board. 

To sit idly by as a minority in- 
fluence and witness a repudiation 
of his policies, as evinced in the 
reinstatement of demoted officers, 


would place him in an embarrassing 


and futile position. It was then that 

h. began to play for time, to fore- 

stall decisive action toward reor- 

ganization of the force until he 

could resign and leave the board. 
Igoe Asked for Time. 

So he told Lambert, then and 
there, that he would resign. He 
asked the new board chairman not 
to announce its program until the 
resignation had been accepted. As

Miss Louise K. Billings, a primary 
teacher in the public schools for 
53 years, died at St. Luke’s Hos- 
pital today of pneumonia resulting 
from injuries suffered when she 
was struck by an automobile May 
12 in front of the Emerson School, 
5415 Page boulevard, where she 
taught.

GENERAL MOTORS CITED 
UNDER ANTITRUST AGT 


Accused of Compelling Dealers 
to Buy Parts Only From 
Subsidiaries,

WASHINGTON, June 17. — The 
Federal Trade Commission filed an 


anti-trust complaint today against 
Genera] Motors Corporation in con- 
nection with the sale of automobile 
parts. 

The motor company was ordered 
to explain alleged “use of intimida- 
tion, oppression and coercion to 
compel dealers handling General 
Motors cars, against their will, to 
purchase parts, accessories and sup- 
plies for use on cars only from Gen- 
eral Motors subsidiaries or affili- 
ates.” 

The commission contended that 
such methods restrained competi- 
tion and tended to create a monop- 
oly. The firm has 20 days to file 
an answer. 

The company was accused of 
sending parts to dealers who had 
not ordered them and of threaten- 
ing the dealers with revocation of 
their franchises to sell General Mo- 
tors cars if they did not accept 
and pay for the parts. The com- 
plaint also charged that the com- 
pany required dealers to promise 
not to buy parts from competitors. 

Before Oct. 23, 1936, the com- 
plaint alleged, the parts-selling pro- 
gram was carried out by the Chev- 
rolet, Buick, Pontiac, Olds and 
Cadillac subsidiaries of General Mo- 
tors. 

Since those subsidiaries were dis- 
solved, the commission contended, 
the sales have been continued by 
the General Motors Sales Corpora- 
tion, which also was named in the 
complaint.

Thousands of Insurgent 
Soldiers Begin to Ascend 
Last Two Hills at West- 
ern Edge of Besieged 
Basque Capital. 


HOPING TO SEIZE 
CITY WITHOUT FIGHT 


Offensive Also Planned 
Against Santander, 45 
Miles to West — Fascist 
Forces Occupy Interna- 


tional Airfield.

WITH INSURGENTS AT THE 
EDGE OF BILBAO, June 17. — 
Thousands of insurgent soldiers be- 
gan today to ascend the last two 
hills at the western edge of Bil- 
bao, aiming at both final encircle- 
ment of the Basque capital and an 
offensive against Santander, 45 
miles west of Bilbao. 

By closing the last gaps in their 
encircling line, the rebels hoped 
they would be able to walk into 
Bilbao without fighting for an en- 
trance. 

The international airfield at the 
edge of Bilbao was occupied. Big 
holes in the ground were visible 
but part of the field still was 
smooth enough for planes to land. 

The weather was clear. By night- 
fall, it seemed, the insurgents will 
have eompleted ‘theit “own “tron 
ring” around Bilbao—they already 
have smashed the Basques’ “iron 
ring” of forts east of the city—and 
will be ready both for the occupa- 
tion and for the new offensive 
westward. It was possible the 
march toward Santander would be- 
gin at dusk, 

Insurgent shock troops, fully 
equipped for street fighting, were 
massed at the outskirts of Bilbao 
for a quick assault at the first 
word the Basque defenders were 
dynamiting their capital. 

Along the insurgent front line, 
from Dos Caminos, just southeast 
of the city, to the Bay of Biscay, 
ran a rumor that the Basques and 
their Asturian allies were planning 
to destroy the industrial capital 
rather than let it fall into the hands 
of the insurgents. 

Phalangists and “arlist Requetes 
were concentrated on the roadway 
opposite Dos Caminos as well as 
on the Santo Domingo heights over- 
looking the city. 

“If there are no attempts to bomb 
Bilbao,” one of their officers said, 
“we won’t need these men for any- 
thing but peaceful occupation. But 
if they start burning or dynamit- 
ing, they will get everything we've 
got right in their laps.” 

An artillery officer declared or- 
ders had been issued not to destroy 
the city with shells. 

“Bilbao will not be touched with 
our guns,” he said. “We do not 
want to occupy a city of ruins. But 
if we see dynamiters starting to 
work down there, we will risk 
everything and send in al] avail- 
able troops to halt the destruction.” 


500,000 REPORTED 
STARVING IN BILBAO

HENDAYE, French-Spanish Fron- 
tier, June 17.—More than 500,000 
civilians were reported today to be 
starving in Bilbao, because of a 
breakdown of food distribution 
within the beseiged city. 

Refugees from Bilbao said food 
no longer was being issued. Fugi- 
tives from the countryside have 
swarmed into the city, swelling its 
population, normally less than 200,- 
000, to more than a half million. 

Extremists have started sacking 
houses in the belief insurgent oc- 
cupation now is inevitable. 

Insurgents reported their ships 
blockading Bilbao had captured 
three shiploads of 3000 refugees, 
many of them children “crying for 
something to eat.” 

The insurgents said the three 
ships were taken when they at- 
tempted to slip out of the mouth 
of the Nervion River into the Bay 
of Biscay. 

The refugees, mostly women and 
children, were said to be “in a piti- 
ful condition.” 

Five ships, the insurgents said, 
attempted to run the blockade. 
Two of the vessels gave up the at- 
tempt to reach a haven at San- 
tander to the west and turned back, 
but the insurgent warships cap- 
tured the other three and took them 
to Pasajes.

That was the signal for another 
shower of blows. 

“It is almost impossible to under- 
stand how those two men could 
have survived this treatment,” he 
went on, “but later they are seen 
to stagger toward the patrol wag- 
ons, propelled by police.” 

The news reel shows only two in- 
\stances of real resistance on the 
part of the strikers, one of them 
quite futile, the other successful for 
a time, according to this paper’s in- 
formant. 

“You can see a man in a white 
shirt and light colored trousers try- 
ing to make a stand against a po- 
liceman,” he said. “The latter was 
obviously one of the officers in 
command of the police detail, judg- 
ing by the stars on his shoulder 
and the gold braid on his cap. He 
advances on the picket with up- 
raised club. The latter has a pla- 
card nailed to a slender stick. He 
tries to use it to defend himself, 
but it is no match for the police 
club. In almost no time, he’s down. 

“The other bit of resistance last- 
ed a while longer,” he went on. “In 
the very center of the picture, 
standing amid the thickest heap of 
the fallen, you can see a man in 
'a dark coat and hat. There is des- 
_perate determination on his face as 
he raises his right hand to throw 
a stone. Police are all about him, 
| but a little later you see that he 
has managed to pick up a stick. 
| You marvel that he stays on his 
| feet so long. But eventually he 
| S0es down like the others.” 

#é Truck Commanded Scene. 
| Shocking as it is, this news reel 
is one of the most amazing pieces 
of evidence ever to come to the 
| hands of an investigating body, it 
| was said here today. The Para- 

mount sound truck was in the best 
possible position to command the 
entire scene, and the operator, ap- 
parently never losing his head in 
the tumult, obtained what must be 
virtually a complete record of the 
massacre. 

“There is only one thing compar- 
able to this film,” said a member 


in the Back 


of the committee’s staff, “and that 
is the pictorial record of the Hin- 
denburg disaster.” 

It was pointed out that the film 
would be invaluable in the sum- 
moning of witnesses once hearings 
were started because the clear fo- 
cus makes a great many of the par- 
ticipants readily identifiable. 

Another Film Sought. 

At the same time it was learned 
that representatives of the La Fol- 
lette Committee now in Chicago 
had served subpenas on the Chi- 
cago police and the Cook County 
State’s Attorney’s office to obtain 
another film of the affray made by 
the Rev. Chester Fiske, a Chicago 
clergyman, who was at the scene 
with an amateur movie camera. 

The Rev. Mr. Fiske also figures in 
the Paramount reel, which shows 
him being bundled into a patrol 
wagon with his camera under his 
arm, the Post-Dispatch was told. 
When he arrived at the police sta- 
tion, camera and films were taken 
from him. 

When representatives of the in- 
vestigating committee sought this 
additional pictorial record in Chi- 
cago, they were told that it was 
being held for the office of State’s 
Attorney Thomas Courtney. For 
that reason, Courtney as well as the 
police were served with formal de- 
mands for the films. It is expected 
that these will be turned over to 
the committee representatives be- 
fore they leave Chicago, thus mak- 
ing unnecessary another trip to that 
city when the hearings begin.

J. E. Schaeffer Disappears at 
Philadelphia; Thousands 
seeking Big Estate. 


Julius E. Schaeffer, University 
City florist, who is one of several 
thousand claimants to the $18,000,- 
000 estate of Mrs. Henrietta Garrett 
of Philadelphia, is being sought 


there because of his unexplained 
absence from the hotel where he 
was stopping while in Philadelphia 
to press his claim. 

Schaeffer has not been seen at 
the hotel since 9 a. m. Tuesday 
whén he went away, leaving his 
clothing and other personal effects 
in his room.. At 2 o’clock that after- 
noon he failed to appear before 
Special Master William M. Davison 
Jr. in Orphans’ Court for continued 
cross examination, 

He had testified last Thursday 
and Friday in support of his claim 
that he was a second cousin of Mrs. 
Garrett, who died in November, 
1930, leaving a will which disposed 
of only $57,000 of her estate. Mrs. 
Garrett, last of an old Philadelphia 
family, was the widow of Walter 
Garrett, snuff manufacturer, who 
died in 1895. 

Lawyer Phones Information. 

After the Friday session in Or- 
phans’ Court, at .which Court Ex- 
aminer George Ross said Schaeffer 
was cross-examined “strenuously,” 
the hearing was adjourned until 
Tuesday, the session at which 
Schaeffer failed to appear. ° 

“We learned he was in Atlantic 
City on Monday, and spent Monday 
night at his hotel, the ° Bellevue- 
Stratford,” Ross said. “A doorman 
at the hotel saw him leave Tues- 
day morning. His entire wardrobe, 
and even his wrist watch, were left 
in his room.” 

Schaeffer’s St. Louis lawyer, Har- 
vey Cox, told a Post-Dispatch re- 
porter his associate counsel in Phil- 
adelphia, Frank J. Eustace Jr., had 
had no word from Schaeffer. Eus- 
tace telephoned Cox yesterday to 
tell him of their client’s disappear- 
ance. 

Recently Gave Up Shop. 

Schaeffer, who is 50 years old, 
lives at 707 Westgate avenue, Uni- 
versity City. Formerly he operated 
a floral shop on Olive street, later 
on Delmar boulevard. Several 
months ago he gave up his busi- 
ness because of ill health, although 
he continued to sell flowers occa- 
sionally, placing the orders with 
other dealers. 

His wife was reported prostrated 
today at their home, unable to see 
reporters. A daughter-in-law said 
the family had received no word 
from Schaeffer. 

During the life of Mrs. Garrett, 
Schaeffer never saw her, but after 
her death he made genealogical in- 
quiries in this country end in Al- 
sace-Lorraine, which, he said, con- 
vinced him that he and Mrs. Gar- 
rett were cousins. She was born in 
Pennsylvania, in 1848, the daugh- 
ter of Christian Schaefer. Julius 
Schaeffer said his grancfather was 
Christian Schaefer’s brother. 


Julius Schaeffer’s brother and 
sister, Emil Schaeffer and Mrs. 
Barbara Lemmel of Strasbourg, 
France, joined him in filing a claim 
on the Garrett estate.

SENTENCED 10 9 YEARS 
UNDER MANN AGT 


S. R. Moncado, Former Tavern 
Owner, Given Maximum 
Penalty. 


Samuel R. Moncado, former tav- 
ern proprietor convicted Tuesday 
of violation of the Mann act, re- 
ceived the maximum penalty, five 
years in the penitentiary, when he 
appeared for sentence today before 
United States District Judge John 
Caskie Collet.

Firm Seeks Restraining Order te 
Prevent Gross Sales 
Arguments were completed before 
United States District Judge 
Charles B. Davis today in the suit 
of the Mississippi River Fuel Cor- 
poration, which supplies natural 
gas for distribution to industrial] 
users in St. Louis, for an injunc- 
tion restraining the city from en- 
forcement of a 5 per cent tax on 
the company’s gross sales in St. 
Louis. Judge Davis took the case 

under advisement. 

The company’s principal conten- 
tion, as outlined by counsel, was 
that since the concern did not sell 
the gas direct to consumers here 
but sold it only for distribution by 
other companies, principally the 
Laclede Gas Light Co., it did not 
come within the provisions of the 
tax ordinance. 

Associate City Counselor John G. 
Burkhardt, opposing granting of 
the injunction, said that a similar 
tax, imposed by the State of Geor- 
gia, had been upheld by the Unit- 
ed States Supreme Court two years 
ago. The city, he said, was hope- 
ful that the Mississippi River Fuel 
Corporation would eventually sup- 
ply natural gas to consumers gen- 
erally in St. Louis.

STATE INCOME TAXES 


Warning Suits Will Be. Insti- 
tuted in Effort to Collect 
$1,000,000 Here. 


A drive to collect approximately 
$1,000,000 in delinquest state income 
taxes Owed by 20,000 persons and 
corporations in St. Louis and St. 
Louis County has been instituted 
by Assistant Attorney-Gegeral Jo- 
seph A. Lennon. 

Lennon is mailing letters to the 
delinquents warning them that his 
office, acting under orders from At- 


torney-General Roy McKittrick, 
will institute suit against them un- 
less they make payments at once. 
He explained today that the suits 
would be filed, beginning in Sep- 
tember, at the rate of about 500 a 
month, or as many as his office can 
prepare. 

A similar plan is being followed 
throughout the State, Lennon said. 
If the suits materialize, it will be 
the first time the courts Fave been 
resorted to, on a Statewide scale, 
to collect such taxes, although a few 
collection suits have been filed in 
the past by county collectors. 

The taxes included in the cam- 
paign are for the years from 1931 
through 1935, since earlicr ones are 
outlawed by the statute of lim- 
itations and no tabulation has been 
made as yet of 1936 delinquencies. 
Lennon said about 13.000 of the 
claims are for 1935, with the other

10 PAY DOCTOR $12,000 


Court Gives Verdict After 
Questioning Actor on Income, 
$82,000 in 1936 


By the Associated Press. 

RIVERSIDE, Cal., June 17.—W. 
C. Fields, movie comedian, must 
pay Dr. Jesse Citron $12,000 for 
medical services, Superior Court 
Judge O. K. Morton rulea yester- 
day. 

Judge Morton held that Dr. Cit- 
ron’s fee of $12,000 for 25 days’ 
treatment, when Fields was seri- 
ously ill in a Riverside hospital last 


year, was reasonable. He also de- 
nied the actor’s demand for $25,- 
000 damages on the claim the phy- 
sician administered a narcotic that 
impeded recovery. 

“T never have felt that a doctor 
orslawyer in a small community 
is entitled to less compensation 
than one in a large city,” Judge 
Morton said in his verdict. “I have 
always been impressed by results 
more than theory. Mr. Fields is 
alive and well, and the results in 
this case seem more important than 
the theories advanced concerning 
the treatment. 


Doctor Kept Visitors Away. 

“Much personal emmity entered 
this case which was immaterial to 
the main issues. The picture here 
presented and not denied causes 
me to feel that Mr. Fields was sur- 
rounded by a group of very ner- 
vous people. The doctor has stat- 
ed that it was necessary to ward 
them off and keep them out of the 
room. Dr. Citron appears to be @ 
cool, methodical type of person. I 
feel it was well that he stayed con- 
stantly with Mr. Fields.” 

Fields, on the stand about 10 min- 
utes, denied he ever told Dr. Cit- 
ron he had an accumulated sur- 
plus of $700,000 in banks and that 
he discussed money matters at all. 

“What was your income in 1935?” 
his attorney asked. “$57,678.31,” 
Fields replied. 

“And your net income for 1936?” 
“$82,238.93.” 

Under cross-examination, Fields 
said he did not know how much he 
had in banks in June, 1936. 

“Can I tell that to you alone?” 
Fields asked Judge Morton. 

The Court ruled Fields must an- 
swer publicly. 

“Well, I don’t know exactly,” 
Fields drawled. “I would say, ap- 
proximately, less than $200,000.” 

“Did you have any stocks and 
bonds?” “Stocks. Did I have 
stocks? Yes, indeed, and they were 
terrible. They jumped up and 
down. You pay $100 for some of 
them and they jump down to $60. 
I didn’t get any dividends. They 
were terrible.” 

“Can you estimate your total 
wealth?” Fields was asked. 


Contract for $100,000 a Picture. 

“Naw, I don’t know. The only 
guy that can tell is the income 
tax collector. I worry about think- 
ing up gags for my pictures. I let 
other people worry about how much 
money I have.” 

Fields said his contract with 
Paramount studio called for $100,- 
000 a picture, and three pictures a 
veer” 

Dr. Philip Corr testified he was 
associated with Dr. Citron in the 
Fields case, but withdrew when Dr. 
Citron insisted on continued admin- 
istration of a narcotic which he 
said slowed down Fields’ bodily 
functions and made him mentally 
hazy at times.

No 1-to-10 Shot. 


HE majority still trail with 

youth, punching power and 
speed and figure Louis will win.

Were Louis the man he seemed 
to be before the Schmeling fight 
and had he not been shown up 
by Max and Pastor, he might be 
a 1 to 10 shot today.

Think Over This One. 


N interesting fact connected 

with the training of the rivals 
is their announced weights. Tues- 
€ay after workouts, Louis was re- 
ported as weighing 196, Braddock 
over 198. 

The men look to be in shape. 
Braddock did not appear fat and 
he perspired’ freely during his 
workout even to his aged legs. 

But all his life the champion 
has been a_ lightheavyweight 
while training. That means his 
weight as a mature and experi- 
enced fighter was 175 pounds or 
less. Today he-weighs 23 pounds 
more. 

Weight taken on by an athlete 
who has quit growing is a handi- 
cap and not a help. He might as 
well pack around 20 pounds of 
dead weight. 

This weight does not show on 

Braddock. That’s because it is 
evenly distributed over his entire 
body. Some of it may be in- 
ternal. But it is none the less a 
handicap. 
, For a fighter to build up in 
weight at 31 or 32, usually is too 
bad. Certainly it can do no 
good. 


That Twenty Count. 


HE Illinois Athletic Commis- 
sion acted sensibly in provid- 
ing for a 20 count if either Brad- 
dock or Louis is knocked out of 
the ring. Under the 10 count the 
victim of the knockdown punch 
is heavily penalized. Obviously if 
a fighter is knocked into the laps 
of the spectators, he has more 
trouble returning to the fight 
than if he were merely knocked 
to the canvas inside the ropes. 
To climb back to the ring plat- 
form and crawl between the 
ropes requires extra time. 
Referees in the past huve been 
considerate of such _ situations 
even though rules did rot sup- 
port them. Technically, it is 
against the rules for a fighter to 
receive assistance in returning to 


the ring when knocked, off the 
ring platform. 

However, this writer saw two 
champions who were knocked 
into the spectators’ laps, receive 
aid in returning to the ring with- 
out protests having any effect. 

One was when Benny Leonard, 
then lightweight king, was 
knocked through the ropes at 
Benton Harbor by Charley White. 
He fell into spectators’ arms and 
they shoved him back on the ring 
platform. 

He resumed fighting. Referee 
Ed Smith disregarded protests be- 
cause not only was Leonard not 
unconscious, but the position in 
which he fell made it impossible 
for him to extricate himself with- 
out aid from ringsiders. 

Firpo knocked Jack Dempsey 
onto press box typewriters. 
Dempsey fell headfirst back- 
wards out of the ring and into 
the newspaper men’s laps. It 
would have been impossible for 
Jack to get back to the ring 
floor and resume fightinz had the 
reporters not shoved him onto 
the platform. From there he rose 
under his own power, got back 
in the:ring and continued fight- 
ing. 

All possibility of adverse rul- 
ings in such cases is now obvi- 
ated, because 20 seconds provides 
ample time for the victim of the 
blow to return to the ring, if he 
has not been actually kayoed.

Could Do Worse. 


LLINOIS is still using non-pro- 

fessional judges for champion- 
ship fights. The men probably 
have seen a lot of battling and 
may be competent. But we still 
believe that the Missouri plan is 
the best. 

At this writer’s suggestion, 
some years ago, the ccmmission 
discarded amateur judges. In- 
stead, it used two referees as 
judges. This puts the decision 
strictly up to three experienced 
fight officials and diminishes the 
chance of error or prejuaice. 
This rule ought to be uriversally 
adopted. It would do away with 
occasional complaints against the 
erratic opinions given by ama- 


teur judges.

The Toughest Sports Job. 


E still believe that the hard- 

est task that can be as- 
signed a sports official is “call- 
ing” a horse race with a field of 
12 or more entered. 

It becomes especially difficult 
if two or three stables decide to 
start more than one entry, be- 
cause then the colors mike it a 
case of confusion worse con- 
founded, unless the visiole mark- 
ings of the horses are pro- 
nounced. 

We asked Clem McCarthy, pre- 
mier broadcaster of races and 
who with Ed Hill will describe 
the fight over the radio, about 
“calling.” 

“It’s long training, I suppose, 
that makes it easy. Callers know 
all the colors intimately; they 
know the color and markings pe- 
culiar to the various contenders; 
and they know the rider’s pecu- 
liarities. Post position, size of the 
horses, their length of stride also 
help the caller check. But mostly 
you are not thinking about all 
these things—you just seem to 
know. 

“Mistakes are made, however, 
not only by broadcasters but by 
judges. You ought*to remember 
the Kentucky Derby of 1924 when 
Black Gold won and Beau Butler 
was placed third although he fin- 
ished about seventh.

WORLD LABOR BODIES CONDEMN 
SPANISH NON-INTERVENTION 


Policy Aids German, Italian Aims, 
Resolutions of Protest , 
Declare. 
By the Associated Press. 

GENEVA, June 17.—Two inter- 
national labor organizations 
charged today that international 
non-intervention in Spain was not 
real neutrality and was abetting 
German and Italian aims in the 
civil war. 

A resolution of protest was adopt- 
ed after a joint meeting of the 
executive boards of the Interna- 
tional Federation of Trade. Unions 
and the Labor-Socialist (Second) 
International. 

Noting the delay in withdrawing 
foreign fighters from Spain, a plan 
endorsed by the League of Na- 
tions Council, the labor organiza- 
tions charred such inaction favored 
the aims of Italy and Germany. 

Another joint meeting was called 
to meet next week in Paris to de- 
termine what steps the internation- 
als may take to “help make the 
non-intervention policy a_ reality 
and the international control ef- 
fective.”

BRITAIN TO PUT 5 PCT. 
TAX ON EXCESS PROFITS 


Government Presents Bill Imposing Levy on 


Individuals and Corporations as Sub- 
stitute for Defense Plan. 


By the Associated Press. 

LONDON, June 17.—The Govern- 
ment offered a maximum 5 per cent 
on excess profits yesterday as a 
substitute for its national defense 


contribution program which would 
have taken up to 25 per cent of 
new profits in industry. 

The national defense tax on pro- 
fits, offered by Prime Minister 
Neville Chamberlain when he was 
still Chancellor of the Exchequer, 
was withdrawn from the Govern- 
ment’s budget legislation after it 
had aroused a storm of opposition. 

A Government white paper out- 
lined the substitute tax proposal, 
which would be imposed for a five- 
year period retroactive to April 1. 

Business by British companies or 
individuals within or outside the 
United Kingdom would be affected. 
Public utilities and professions are 
exempted. 

The rate would be 5 per cent for 


corporations and 4 per cent for in- 
dividuals on profits exceeding $10,- 
000 annually. 

The taxpayer whose profits are 
less than $60,000 is entitled to make 
a further deduction for arriving at 
a tax base of one-fifth of the dif- 
ference between his actual profits 
and $60,000. 

(A corporation with $20,000 in- 
come would deduct one-fifth the 
difference between that amount and 
$60,000, which would be $8000, plus 
the $10,000 flat exemption allowed 
and pay 5 per cent on the remain- 
ing $2000. A corporation with in- 
come of $30,000 would pay 5 per 
cent on $14,000; with $40,000 5 per 
cent on $26,000.) 

Investment income generally will 
not be included, and tax assess- 
ments will allow for depreciation in 
industries. Interest on borrowed 
money may be deducted. 

The tax is expected to yield $123,- 
500,000 a year. 


RUSSIA TRYING TO KEEP OUT 
JAPANESE, TOKIO DECLARES 


Visas of Delegates Canceled; Move 
Made to Close Con- 
sulates. 

By the Associated Press. 

TOKIO, June 17.—Official circles 
advanced the opinion today that 
Russia was endeavoring to close 
the doors of the Soviet Union to 
Japanese. 

Authorities were informed the 
Soviet had canceled the visas of 
Japanese delegates invited to the 


fifth Soviet Union theatrical fes- 
tival in September. 

At the same time the Soviet 
Government brought pressure on 
Japan to close the Japanese and 
Manchoukuoan consulates at Vladi- 
vostok, Blagoveschensk, Khaba- 
rovsk and other vital points, ap- 
parently with the aim cf stripping 
Russia of Japanese residents. 

Japanese also noted the Russian 
Government had not granted visas 
to the Japanese delegates to the 
world geological congress to be 


held in Moscow July 21. 


NETHERLANDS RESTRICTIONS 
ON GOLD EXPORTATION LIFTED 


Ruling Said to Offer Opportunity 
for Private Holders to Sell in 
London or New York. 

By the Associated Press. 

AMSTERDAM, June 17. — The 
Netherlands today lifted restric- 
tions on the exportation of gold 
which have been in effect since 
Sept. 30, 1936. 

The Bank of the Netherlands, 
acting under authority of the Min- 
ister of Finance, stated it was pre- 
pared to allow unrestricted exemp- 
tions from the export prohibitions 
laid down on gold coins and bullion 
by royal decree. A spokesman for 
the bank said the change had been 
made possible by the recent inflow 
of gold to the bank. 

Informed circles said the new 
ruling would have no effect on the 
Netherlands’ monetary policy, but 
would offer an opportunity for pri- 
vate holders of gold to sell their 
metal in London or New York for 
a better price than they could ob- 
tain in Amsterdam. 


ROOSEVELT PROTESTS 
AT CUT IN INTEREST 


In Letter Objects to Bill House 
Passed on Land Bank 
and Farm Loans. 


— 


By the Associated Press. 

WASHINGTON, June 17.—Presi- 
dent Roosevelt termed “disturbing” 
today a bill passed by the House 
to continue an emergency 3% per 
cent interest rate on Federal Land 
Bank loans and reduce the rate on 
other farm mortgage obligations. 

He said in a letter read to the 
Senate Banking Committee that 
the legislation would cost the 
Treasury more than $40,000,000 a 
year. 

Roosevelt said administration ef- 
forts were being directed toward 
balancing the budget and added 
that “new taxes alone” would not 
meet deficits resulting from extra 
appropriations or obligations. 

The letter was written to Chair- 


man Jones (Dem.), Texas, of the 
House Committee on Agriculture, 
whose bill, passed June 7 by the 
House, was under consideration by 
the Senate Committee. 

Farmers were the only group to 
get a temporary reduction in inter- 
est rates on land bank mortgages, 
he noted, 

At the time the legislation was 
passed, he added, “no one thought 
and no reasonable person should 
think today that the Government 
of the United States should perma- 
nently subsidize these borrowers 
by an annual grant or gift caused 
by legalizing an abnormally low 
rate of interest.” 

He contended it was “not reason- 
able” to insist that rates of 4 per 
cent on first mortgages for farm- 
ers and 5 per cent on second morte 
gages were “unreasonably high.” 

Noting that the Government has 
to pay about 3 per cent on long- 
term borrowings to obtain funds 
for such loans, he said the land 
banks must get returns of 4 and 5 
per cent, respectively, on first and 
second mortgagés “in order nearly 
to break even” because of expenses 
and losses. 

“Any reduction below these rates 
constitutes a gift from the Federal 
Treasury,” he concluded.

Preserving the Forests

ERE, in a nutshell, is the problem of 

the lumber industry: Prior to N R 4A, 
a “cut and get out” policy was all too gen- 
eral in the industry. It left forest devas- 
tation in its wake. Under NRA, a sound 
program of forest protection and reforesta- 
tion was inaugurated. With the demise of 
NRA, lumbermen and loggers pledged 
themselves to police the industry and carry 
on these sound practices. 

Today, Federal officials look with some 
skepticism upon the ability of the lumber 
industry, in general, to carry out its prom- 
ises. In the South, for instance, with 87,- 
000,000 acres under fire protection, 120,000,- 
000 acres have no protection whatever. 

But in the Pacific Northwest, the indus- 
try is making an evident effort to live up 
to its pledge. W. B. Greeley, who was chief 
forester of the United States before he 
joined the West Coast Lumbermen’s As- 
sociation, told the recent National Forest 
Conservation Conference at Washington: 

“The great bulk of forest lands in this 
region are being cut today under effective 
rules of fire prevention and reforestation. 
Cutover lands are largely free of the great- 
est of our continuing fire hazards, the 
standing dead tree or snag. When the as- 
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sociation sends out telegrams warning of 
exceptionally hazardous fire weather, log- 
ging operations shut down. Various meth- 
ods insure reseeding of the greater part of 
the cutover lands. 

“We are still far from a finished timber 
culture, but we are definitely on the way.” 

An old adage, coined by a former Minne- 
sota Congressman, was that forest policy 
could be summed up in eight words: “Keep 
the fires out and the taxes down.” 

Loggers and lumbermen today acknowl- 
edge that forest policy has a broader scope. 
But keeping the fires down is still the first 
factor. The industry today is keeping the 
fires.down and has made a good start 
toward meeting the other requirements of 
sound forestry. 

Of forest fire losses in this region, not 
more than 3 per cent are attributable to 
the industry; at least 10 times that many 
to the general public. A carelessly discarded 
cigarette butt, an abandoned camp fire 
may lead to losses running into millions. 

Forest fires destroy wealth, bring unem- 
ployment, hurt everyone. The good faith 
displayed by the industry is added reason 
for good sportsmanship on the part of the 
public, in fire prevention.

As it 
js being interpreted by labor, and 
py the Labor Relations Board, it 
jegitimatizes terrorism. 

The way the Wagner Labor Re- 
lations Act is being applied has 
nothing to do with the establish- 
ment of industrial democracy. In- 
dustrial democracy, like any other 
form of democracy, depends upon 
action freely taken, not action 
under coercion. It provides for the 
rotection of minorities. It sets 
standards by which the majority 
is permitted to rule, and the minor- 
ity is permitted to exist. 

It establishes a legal technique 
for ascertaining that majority. If 
there is no fair and disinterested 
application of rules, then the rules 
are established and maintained by 
force. The establishing and main- 
taining of rule by force is a defi- 
nition of war. And at present we 
are engaged in a civil war. Un- 
less the struggle is returned to the 
arena of law that civil war will 
extend itself into a class struggle 
which may destroy the American 


democracy. 


* * * 


The administration has apparent- 
ly adopted the policy that the Wag- 
ner Labor Relations Act is sacro- 
sanct. Because it is highly ambig- 
uous and capable of being inter- 
preted one way by Mr. Girdler and 
another way by Mr. Lewis, extrem- 
ists have developed at both ends 
whose objects are to apply whatever 
interpretation of the law suits 
their particular interests. 

The law suggests that a major- 
ity for collective bargaining should 
be determined by a free election 
under neutral auspices. But it 
does not insist on such elections, 
nor explain how and when they 


should be held. Therefore, neither | *"

The Labor Relations Board lays 
down in its first annual report its 
own interpretation of the act—that 
it is exclusively an act to protect 
the workers in their right to or- 
ganize, and that it is not applicable 


as protection for employers. In 
practice,

union. Maybe they ought to join 
the union; maybe it is to their ben- 
efit to join it. But there is nothing 
in democracy that says that people 
ought to be coerced into doing 
even what is good for them.

The act specifies what is an un- 
fair labor practice on the part of 
employers, but it does not specify 
what is an unfair practice on the 
part of labor. 

The practice of the C I O is as 
follows: It makes demands which 
are very often quite impossible of 
fulfillment, and before the demands 
can be negotiated, it calls a minor- 
ity strike. By means of a sit-down, 
or strong-arm methods, assisted by 
workers from other industries, a 
plant can be paralyzed in its central 
nervous system by a mere handful 
of the actual workers of the plant. 

Leon Trotsky, who is the greatest 
living strategist of revolutionary 
warfare, thought this technique out 
and put it into operation during 
the Russian revolution. He had a 
most interesting conflict of ideas 
with Lenin on the subject. Lenin 
felt that it was extremely impor- 
tant to have the broad masses of

the workers with any revolutionary 
movement. Trotsky said, “We need 
only a handful of men who are suf- 
ficiently disciplined and sufficient- 
ly ruthless.” He knew how extreme- 
ly vulnerable large-scale modern in- 
dustry is. It can be struck in its 
central nervous system and para- 
lyzed. 

Having paralyzed the plant, the 
C I O then proceeds to terrorize 
the public. In the hotel strike in 
Detroit, for instance, the people who 
suffered were not, in the first line, 
the employers, but the customers. 
Miss Lily Pons, for instance, is not 
directly involved in the struggle be- 
tween hotel employes and their 
bosses, but she was stranded on a 
high floor of the Book-Cadillac by 
strikers, who thereby threatened 
her health and her possibility of 
fulfilling a contract. 

This terrorization having exacer- 
bated the workers and the public 
and being costly in the extreme, 
especially to the workers, who at all 
costs want to keep their jobs and 
earn their livings, a plebiscite is 
finally held. It is a terroristic plebi- 
scite, and, from the viewpoint of 
the democratic method, not worth 
anything at all. If the C I O wings 
it, it has established itself by ter- 
roristic methods; if it loses it, the 
terror is simply continued,

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Important Legumes to Be 
Plentiful This Year 


Peas and Beans Which Are Two Good Vita-| 
min and Mineral Sources Show Large 
Crop. 


——— 


June rhymes with legume this 
year. Statisticians in the Bureau of 
Agricultural Economics lift their 
eyes from long rows of figures on 
their desks and sum up the situa- 
tion thus: June’s pea crop, estimat- 
ed at 71 per cent larger than last 
year’s; snap beans at 67 per cent 
greater. 

These figures are, of course, for 
the big shipping states, which sup- 
ply the eastern half of the United 
States. The western states are in- 


clined to be self sufficient and 
grow their own. For peas, the big 
four among this month’s shippers 
are North Carolina, Virginia, New 
Jersey and Maryland; for snap 
beans they are Arkansas, North 
Carolina, Tennessee and Virginia. 

In the eastern half of the U.S. A. 
especially, then, prices should be 
unusually attractive to buyers. Peas 
may not go as low as in May when 
California’s belated crop forced re- 
tail prices down to an average of 
5 cents a pound. But they’ll likely 
be below normal. And with such 
a bumper bean crop, these, too, are 
sure to be good buys this month. 

Vitamin Source. 

This situation is of interest to the 
nutrition specialist, because these 
two vegetables are among the good 
vitamin and mineral sources. Snap 
beans are rich in calcium and vit- 
amin A, a good source of iron, phos- 
phorus and vitamin C, and a fair 
source of vitamin B. Peas are a 
rich source of iron, phosphorus and 
vitamin C, and a good source for 
the pellagra-preventing factor. 

No thorough going study of the 
effect of canning upon vitamins 
and minerals has yet been made. 
Cooking for immediate use may re- 
sult in some loss of these food es- 
sentials. The longer cooking re- 
quired for safe canning would un- 
doubtedly mean more vitamin loss- 
es, but should mean no mineral 
waste; so that the peas and snap 
beans properly canned this month 
wil] still be of considerable food 
value when the cans are opened 
next winter. 

Though there is a bountiful sup- 
ply of these vegetables in the mar- 
ket, the shopper must still have her 
critical faculties alert as she goes 
to market, if she is to serve savory 
food. 

In buying snap beans, she'll get 
pods that are uniform in size, so 
that they will cook evenly. She'll 
look for pods that are fresh, bright 
green, clean and free from blighted 
spots. She'll pass by the dull, wilt- 
ed looking ones. She'll pick up a 
pod or so and bend them to see if 
they snap readily, or if they are so 
mature that they are stringy or 
tough, or flabby and wilted. Badly 
crooked, curled or twisted pods an? 
those that are excessively tapered 
will not be good buys, either. 

In shopping for peas, she’ll look 
for pods that are bright green, 
somewhat velvety to the’ touch, 
fresh looking. Pods of immature 
peas are usually flat and a dark 
green. Those of old peas are often 
yellowish. Peas ranked as U. S. 
Fancy should have more than two- 
thirds of the pod filled with fairly 
well developed peas; U. S. No. 1 
with more than half the pods thus 
filled. 

Deteriorate Rapidly. 

Peas deteriorate faster than do 
snap beans, because of their sugar 
content. This sugar changes rap- 
idly into starch, and with the sugar 
goes the delicate pea flavor. If 
peas are to be kept for some time 
after picking, they should be in a 
cool place, so as to slow down this 
sugar change as much as possible. 
Both snap beans and peas should 
be eaten or canned as soon as pos- 
sible after they are picked. 

The 1937 housewife has two fa- 
vorite ways of preparing snap 
beans. Instead of snapping them 
into irregular pieces as her mother 
did, she'll lay a half dozen or so 
pods on the chopping board and 
with a long knife cut them into 
slantwise inch pieces. It takes no 
longer than the old way and looks 
more attractive. 

Or if she has a bean shredder, 
she'll use that. Two different types 
are on the market. You thrust 
the bean pod into the mouth of the 
little hand one and then pull it 
through. Then there is the kind 
you clamp onte the table edge and 
turn a handle to run the bean pod 
through the shredder. 

There are several excellent 
fenses of bean pod shredding. It 
results in uniform piec?s, so that 
there’s no danger of overcooking 
some, undercooking other pods. 
Cooking time is cut to a third the 
normal length, thus saving color, 
vitamin-mineral content, and fla- 
vor. Less water need be used for 
the cooking—which | still further 
helps flavor and conservation of 
food values. Beans are more at- 
tractive so served. When prices 
are high, there’s the added incen- 
tive of making the vegetable seem 
to “go farther.’ 

The two drawbacks to shredding 
fre the increased time it takes to 
prepare the beans, and the fact 
that very small or old bean pods 
won't go through the hand shred- 
der nicely. 

When the beans are cooked t-n- 
der, add some fat and seasonings 
and serve. Some cooks like to use 
butter, browning it a bit. Others 
prefer bacon fat, sometimes with 
bits of crisped bacon. Still others 


like to cook the beans with some 


salt pork. 
Serving Leftovers. 


The left-over beans can be served | 


in a medium white sauce. Prepare 
the sauce, using whatever vegeta- 
ble liquor is left over. Then add 
the cooked beans, cooking them 
only long enough to be heated 
through. In that way, they are 
not overcooked and their flavor is 
delicious. Shredded cheese might 
be added to the white sauce and 
the dish covered with buttered 
crumbs and set into the oven to 
brown a bit. 

Prepare both snap beans and peas 
for cooking as close to meal time 
as possible, if you would have the 
most savory dish. But on occa- 
sions when the peas must be shelled 
and the snap beans prepared the 
night before, put them into a glass 
jar, tightly cover it and keep it in 
a cool place. 

And, by the way, the pods should 
be rinsed free of dirt before the 
peas are shelled or the bean pods 
further handled. 


Food specialists have four iron- 
clad rules for the cooking of peas 
and snap beans. First, cook in a 
minimum of water, so that when 
the vegetable is done there will be 
little or no water left, in order ‘to 
conserve food constituents. Second, 
cook in an uncovered pan so as to 
keep them green. Third, have the 
water slightly salted and boiling 
merrily when you put the vegeta- 
bles in, so as to cut the cooking 
time down. Fourth, consider the 
vegetable cooked when there is still 
some body, some firmness to it. The 
average cook overcooks both vege- 
tables. They are overcooked when 
they are mushy. After the vege- 
table is put into the boiling water, 
the cooking technique varies a bit 
for the peas and snap beans. You 
simmer the former, boil the latter. 

Ideally, both these vegetables 
should be transferred to the table 
the moment they are cooked. Prac- 
tically that isn’t always possible. 
Not if Junior has failed to respond 
promptly to the dinner call, or if 
the Head of the House has slipped 
off on an errand, or if guests are 
tardy. In such cases, don’t leave 
the vegetable to simmer along, get- 
ting ever more tasteless and pasty. 
Take it off the fire at once, then 
when the diners have at last assem- 
bled, bring it quickly to the boil and 
serve. 

If you are canning either peas or 
snap beans, the pressure cooker 
should be used, for both these vege- 
tables come in the nonacid group 
for which any other type of can- 
ning is downright dangerous. 

Snap beans should be processed 
at 240 degrees Fahrenheit, or 10 
pounds pressure for 30 minutes if 
pint jars are used, 35 minutes for 
quart jars, 25 minutes for No. 2 tin 
cans. Green peas need longer pro- 
cessing: 45 minutes for pint glass 
jars, 40 minutes for No. 2 tin cans.

Season Is a Short One and 
Should Be Utilized to 
Fullest Extent. 


The strawberry season is such a 
short one that most housewives like 
to serve these berries as often as 
they can. Shortcake grows monot- 
onous and even the favorite straw- 
berry-cream combination may pall. 
Here are some recipes with the 
“different” touch that should be 
most welcome during this season, 

Strawberry Panache. 

One package strawberry gelatin 

One cup boiling water 

Two-thirds cup strawberry juice 
or water 

One-half cup sugar 

One-fourth teaspoon salt 

One cup cream, whipped 

One cup strawberries 

Five or six slices jelly roll. 

Dissolve gelatin in boiling water. 
Add strawberry juice, sugar and 
salt. Chill and when it begins to 
thicken, whip until foamy. Fold in 
whipped cream and strawberries. 
Line the sides of a spring form pan 
with slices of jelly roll. Fill center 
with strawberry mixture and chill 
until firm. 

Frozen strawberries may be used, 
when sugar should be reduced to 
one-fourth cup. Serves 10. 

Strawberry Blossom Frappe. 

One package strawberry flavored 
gelatin 

One cup boiling water 

One cup crushed strawberries 

One-fourth cup powdered sugar 

One cup cream, whipped and 
sweetened. 

Dissolve gelatin in boiling water; 
add the strawberries and sugar. 
Chill until firm. Put into tall sher- 
bet glasses, alternating spoonfuls of 
the gelatin mixture and whipped 
cream. Garnish each with cream 
and a whole strawberry. 

Other fresh fruits may be used 
instead of strawberries. Serves six. 
Strawberry Icebox Cake. 

, One package strawberry flavored 

gelatin 

One cup boiling water 

One-eighth teaspoon salt 

Three-fourths cup cold water 

One cup strawberries 

One-fourth cup sugar 

One cup cream, whipped 
Pe small packages lady fingers 

Dissolve gelatin in boiling water; 
add salt; add cold water. Crush 
strawberries with sugar; add to gel- 
atin mixture. Chill until it begins 
to thicken then fold in whipped 
cream. Line sides and bottom of 
round or square loaf pan with 
halves of lady fingers; pour in lay- 
er of gelatin mixture on which 
place layer of lady fingers, then 
add more gelatin mixture. Continue 
until all is used. Cover with waxed 
paper. Chill in refrigerator for at 
least five hours. Serves eight. 

Pineapple Cream With Fresh 
Strawberries. 

One package pineapple flavored 
gelatin 

One cup boiling water 

One-half cup sugar 

One-eighth teaspoon salt 

One cup milk 

One cup cream, whipped. 

Dissolve gelatin in boiling water; 
add sugar and salt. Chill until it 
thickens; add milk, mixing thor- 
oughly. Fold in whipped cream. 
Pour into ring mould and chill un- 
til firm. Fill center with fresh 
strawberries. Serves eight. 


TEA SCONES 


Two cups flour. 

Two tablespoons sugar. 

One teaspoon salt. 

Four teaspoons baking powder. 

Three tablespoons butter- 

One egg. 

One-half cup milk. 

Confectioner’s sugar. 
Sift the dry ingredients together 
twice. Work in the butter. Add the 
milk to the egg, wel beaten. Add 
gradually to the dry mixture, using 
more milk if needed to make a soft 
dough. Kneed slightly on a floured 
board, roll into a sheet, cut into any 
shape desired, lay on buttered tins, 
brush with melted butter, dredge 
with the confectioner’s sugar and 
bake in a hot oven (400 degrees F.) 
about 15 minutes. Serve hot with

Continental Croquettes. 

One cup chopped cooked veal,

Cut tomatoes in halves, brush cut 
surface with melted butter and broil 
under flame until tomatoes are 
thoroughly heated through. When 
tomatoes are broiling scramble the 
eggs in butter. When tomatoes are 
done arrafige on plates and par- 
tially cover with the scrambled 
eges.

becomie one more source of ap- 
proval, since his modelling has come 
to be always amusing and fre- 
quently really distinguished. He 
must have had a great deal of 
talent, you may think. Well, what 
he did have was the knowledge that 
he had always been attracted by 
the idea of modelling; he had neve: 
touched clay until he was in his 
thirties.

But she succeeded in 
Her 
whole life has been altered by that 
moment of courage. Besides the 
pleasures she has had from under- 
standing music as only the perform- 


er can ever understand it, she has, 
and knows she has, acted in an 
adult fashion which resulted in giv- 
ing her more confidence in every 
relation of her life. From being 
the overworked and oppressed 
drudge of her home, she came to 
live in her own small apartment, 
she visits her family on terms of 
amicable indifference, and has 
made a group of friends whose 
tastes coincide with hers. 


These three cases should give a 
hint, at least, of the proper proce- 
dure. Take a definite step to turn 
a dream into a reality.

In a recent review of the subject, 
a Cleveland doctor has listed the 
following intrinsic body causes for 
nutritional deficiency disease: 

1. Insufficient intake of food. 

2. Absence of some digestive fac- 
tor necessary for tke formation of 
a specific nutritional element, for 
food (as the intrinsic factor lack- 
ing in pernicious anemia). 

3. Excessive loss of gastro-intes- 
tinal contents by diarrhea or vomit- 
ing. 

4. Increased need, as in preg- 
nancy and lactation or states of 
overactive nutrition from thyroid 
activity. 

5. Presence of any toxic state im- 
pairing absorption and utilization, 
such as cancer or poisons from kid- 
ney insufficiency, or infection. 

6. Anemia in which there is a de- 
ficient interchange between oxy- 
gen and food tissues. 

7. Lack of stomach juice which 
affects the absorption or production 
of specific factors from food. 

8. Lowered metabolism in which 
the tissues are working at an ab- 
normally low speed. 

9. Impaired glucose tolerance 
which seems to increase the need 
or impair the use of at least some 
of the nutritional elements.

Thus vitamin A is 
necessary for the integrity of epi- 
thelial tissue. While prolonged de- 
ficiency may cause inflammation 
of the eye, the formation of kidney 
stones, and night blindness, in the 
early stage there may be just sim- 
Ply some defects of the epithelium 
of the mouth, nose or throat. 

Vitamin B, if deficient for a long 
time, causes paralysis from neuritis,

, OPEN WEST 

OF BILBAO 


Two Divisions of Loyalists 
Fall Back to Rear 
Guard Positions on San- 
tander Highway While 
Rebel Army Closes In. 


ITALIANS TAKING 
PART IN ADVANCE 


Defense Junta in Control 
Within City After Flight 
of Government — Des- 
tination of Ministers Not 
Announced.

HENDAYE, French-Spanish Bor- 
der, June 18.—Two divisions of 
Basques fell back to their rear- 
guard positions west of Bilbao to- 
day to keep open the road to San- 
tander after the Government fled 


from the Basque capital. 
Insurgents déclared they held 


complete control of the eastern 
reaches of the Nervion River, Bil 
bao’s outlet to the Bay of Biscay, 
and were launching the long-her- 
lded pinching movement to drive 
the Basques from the western hills 
and inclose the city. 
Government’s Departure. 

The official Basque delegation at 
Bayonne, France, announced the 
Government of the semi-auton- 
omous republic had left its besieged 
capital “for another point in Basque 
territory’—just where was being 
kept secret for military reasons, but 
one report named the village of 
Trucios, 20 miles west of Bilbao, on 
a secondary road to Santander. 

Before the members of the Gov- 
ernment left, they turned over the 
military command in Bilbao to a 
new defense junta composed of Gen. 
Gamir Uribarri; Jesus Leizaola, 
Minister of Justice; Santiago omy, 

inister of Industry; and Juan de 

tigarrabia, Minister of Public 
Works. 

The junta immediately posted an 
appeal to the city’s population urg- 
ing calmness. It promised to “save 
Bilbao” with the co-operation of the 
citizens. 


Guarding Retreat of Main Body. 


While Basque shock troops slowed 
the enemy advance to protect the 
retreat of their main body and the 
withdrawal of artillery batteries 
and stores of ammunition, the Third

Apparently the Basques were 
massing all of their forces west 
of the city to prevent Generalissimo
